IT GIVES UNIVERSAL SATISFACTION. 

Wasnurneton, Apnl 50.—[Special.]—The 
appointment of Melville W. Fuller,of Illinois, 
to be chiei justice of the United States, is 
unanimously commeuded by both democrats 
and republicans. It is the general verdict that 
President Cleveland could not have made a 
better selection, and it is believed here the ap- 
pointment will strengthen him throughout 
the entire country. Probably the most disap- 
pointed person over the appointment, if not 
the only one, is Secretary Bayard, and his dis- 
appointment is due to the fact that, as he 
stated to a congressman some days ago, he was 
anxious for Senator Gray to be appointed in 
order that he might go back to the senate.

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Places That Wil! Have Public Buildings if 
the Senate Bill Passes, Etc. 

WASHINGTON, April 30,—[Special.]—-Should 
the senate bill recently reported favorably pro- 
viding for the erection of public buildings for 
postofiices in towns where the postoffice re- 
ceipts for three years preceding have exceeded 
three thousand dollars annually pass, the fol- 
lowing towns and eities in Georgia will have 
buildings erected. This bill, however, will not 
include the places mentioned below that al- 
ready have buildings. The sum to_ be appro- 
priated for each building is $25,000. 

The places are: Albany, Americus, Athens, 
Atlanta, Augusta, Bainbridge, Barnesville, 
Brunswick, Colfinbus, Dalton, Gainesville, 
Griffin, LaGrange, Macon, Marietta, Milledge- 
ville, Newnan, Rome, Savannah and Thomas- 
ville. 


In South Carolina they are: Aiken, Ander- 


son, Beaufort, Charleston, Columbia, Green- 
ville, Newberry, Orangeburg, . Spartanburg 
and Sumter..- 

In Alabama: Anniston, Birmingham, Eu- 
faula, Florence, Gadsden, Greenville, Hunts- 
ville, Marion, Mobile, Montgomery, Opelika, 
Selma, Talladega and Tuscaloosa. 

There will be some opposition to th® bill, 
but those most interested in it say it will be 
passed, as every member of congress is directly 
interested.

STATE LAWS SHOULD SETTLE IT. 


A South Carolina Bond Case Before the 
United States Supreme Court, 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—The United States 
supreme court today rendered an opinion in 
case 295, Louis D. DeSanss ure, plaintiff in er- 
ror, vs. Peter C. Gaillaird, treasurer of Charles- 
ton county, in error tothe supreme court of 
the state of South Carolina. This ease arises 
out of certain acts of the South Carolina legis- 
lature providing that all holders of ‘‘green 
bonds” should present their bonds to the state 
trcasurer, which was granted power to inquire 
into the validity of the bonds, and to exchange 
such as were found to be a lawful debt against 
the state for “‘brown consols.”” ‘Green bonds,” 
it was provided, should no longer bear interest. 
Interest coupons attached thereto should not 
he receivable by the county treasurer in pay- 
ment of taxes. 

The plaintiff did not endeavor to have the 
validity of his bonds ascertained by a state 
tribunal, but brought this action tocompel the 
county treasurer to take his interest coupons 
in payment of taxes, alleging that it was stated 
on the green bonds that they were to be re- 
ceivabie in payment of taxes; that the law in 
question was void because it impaired an obli- 
gation of contract. Action was brought under 
a provision of the state constitution cf South 
Carolina providing that in all cases in which 
taxes shall be charged against any person 
taxed shall, if he conceives the same to be un- 
just or illegal, pay the taxes under protest and 
shall have the right to bring suit against the 
treasurer of the county. 

The supreme court of the state held that the 
law was not an impairment of contract for the 
reason that it was simply designed to ascertain 
what was the lawful debt of the state, and pro- 
vide for its payment, and next, that the act 
under which suit was brought was not in- 
tended to give the parties the right to reopen 
the question ofthe validity of their bonds, 
but that, therefore, no power hai been ted 
by the state to bring suit against it, suit 
against the county treasurer being really a suit 
against the state. This court says that while 
the state court did pass upon the federal ques- 
tion of impairment of contracts it also found 
that the action could not be sustained under 
the state law under which it was brought. 
The decision on that point, this court holds, 
was final and was vital tothe plaintiff's right 
of recovery. That question wes not a federal 
one and was, therefore, not a question which 
this court can review, it being the settled doo- 
trine of the court not to consider cases which 
may be disposed of under state laws alone. 
The suitis accordingly dismissed for want of

SUFFICIENTLY BLOODY 


To Challenge the Attention of a Dime Novel 
Reader. 

Hort Sprinos, Ark., April 30.—[Special.J— 
A terrible murder was committed in the out- 
skirts of this city early this morning, the vic- 
tim being a German laborer named Pete Clan- 
sen.gThe tragedy occurred in a boarding house 
where Clansen arrived about two weeks ago 
in company with a fellow German named Chas, 
Cline. About 2 o’clock the inmates of the 
rooms adjoining that occupied by Clansen and 
his companion were aroused by a noise evi- 
dently eminating from a person being strangled. 
On repairing to Clansen’s room™ a revolting 
sight met them. Clansen’s body was on tha 
bed in a perfect pool of blood. The throat was 
cut from ear to ear, and the head and face was 
herribly mangled. The door and walls of the 
room were bespatiered with blood, and the 
spectators recoiled from the ghastly scene until 
otticers arrived. 

After a few preliminaries the police placed 
Cline under arrest. Enough circumstantial 
evidence was developed to warrant his deten- 
tion. Inthe yard adjoining the house the 
office rs found an ax and aknife covered with 
blood, On*searching Cline, blood was found 
on his hands and clothing, and a roll of bills 
amounting to $25 in his pockets. Cline ex- 
plains by saying that he was awakened bya 
gurgling sound which proceeded from Clausen’s 
bed, near his, and he went to his companion’s 
bedside, and caught hold of his head to find 
him dead. and he thus smeared himself with 
blood. Coroner Leake empanelled a jury and 
is holding an inquest. 


IT WAS INSTANT DEATH. 


An Officer Lets a Prisoner Get Outof His 
Sight. 

RateEiagr, N. C., April 30.—[Special.J— 
News has been received here of the suicide of 
James Davis, of Bentonville township, John- 
ston county. He was arrested on the charge 
of attempting to outrage his stepdaughter. He 
was tried before a magistrate and found guilty.

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CARL SCHURZ IN CERMANY. 


He is Tendered a Banquet—Connt Bismarck 
Present. 

Beruirn, April 20.—A banquet was given at 
Kaiserhoff hotel Jast evening in honor of Carl 
Schurz. Count Herbert Bismarck, . several 
members of the reichstag and other distinguish- 
ed persons were present. Professor G. Neist, 
in proposing the health of Mr. Schurz, said that 
asa popular orator, as the leader of an army 
corps in the civil war, as a senator and as min- 
ister of a mode] administration, Mr. Schurz had 
always remained the same true man. Mr. 
Schurz replied: 

I stand here as a simple American citizen of Ger- 
man birth. We, of German birth, in Ameriea, en- 
tertain torever the extensive commonwealth love 
for the bride, which, however, does not diminish 
even the atjection for our old mother. We greet 
with great enthusiasm the completion and union of 
the German fatherland under the leadership of the 
brave Hobenzollern race and the manner in which 
the immral chancellor raised himse’f like 
a colossal figure in the world’s history above all 
statesman of his time, placing Germany as a power 
of the first maznitude inthe family of nations, while 
utilizing his victories in maintaining peace among 
the pcoples of Europe. The preservation of the 
understanding between the German fatherland and 
American republic is dearer to German-Americens 
than anything e'se. Ifa difference of opinion with 
reference to commercial interests should oecur, it is 
to be hoped that wise measures on both sides will 
overcome them in the course of time. 

Mr. Chapman Coleman, first secretary of the 
legation, made a speech in which he referred 
to the united relations always existing between 
Ffussia and America as being further devel- 
oped under the empire to the advantage of 
both nations. 

Mr. Coleman was followed by Count Her- 
bert Bismarck, who, in the course of remarks, 
gave assurance of the untiring endeavors of 
imperial government for the furtherance of 
reciprocal friendly relations between the two 
countries.gMr. Schurz will shortly be recgived 
by Prince Bismarck. Z 

KING HARMON’S SALARY. 
Balfour’s Bill Passes Its Second Reading in

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WHERE IS POPE? 


Will the Penitentiary Authorities Get Him 
Here? 

A great deal of anxiety was felt about the 
state house yesterday conceruihg the where- 
abouts of Principal Keeper Towors and his 
posse who went after the negro Henry Pope. 

As stated in yesterday's CONSTITUTION, 
Governor Gordon gave Pope another chancé 
for his life. 

The feeling against Pope is intense in Chat- 
tooga county. The girl who was assaulted 
positively identified the negro as her assnilané, 
pioking hith ont from a cote of twenty or 
more negroes. Many of the people of that 
county feel certain of his guilt and hence 
there is much feeling against him. 

The knowledge of this fact led the authori- 
ties to take steps to prevent any harm being 
done the negro. They felt that if left in Chat- 
tooga county his life would not be safe, so on 
Sunday Principal Keeep Towers left with a 
posse for Summerville. 

Summerville, the county seat of Chattooga 
county, is forty miles rrom Rome, the nearest 
railroad point. Colonel Towers and his men 
were compelled, therefore, to drive forty miles 
across mountainous country to gettheir man 
whom they hoped to bring to Atlantaas a place 
of safety. 

Will he get there? 

Nothing had been heard from 
Towers up to three o’clock this 
ing. It is thought that he will reach 
Atlanta with his prisoner some time 
today. Thatis, he will bring him if such a 
thing is possible. There is no possibility of 
communicating with Summerville by wire, 
and it is possible that the trouble Anticipated 
may have occurred. 

Some of the Chattvoga county people are 
said to have announced that Pope should 
never agan leave the county alive, but Colonel 
Towers has gone for him, and _ will bring him, 
if such a thing is pessible.

The following letter has been received by 
United States District Attorney B. H. Hill: 

DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, WASHINGTON, April 27, 
1888—B. H. Hill, United States Attorney, Atlanta: 
Sir—Arrangements having been recently cffected 
with the managers of the Ohio penitentiary, at Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, you are informed that said institu- 
tion is designated as the place of confinement for all 
persons convicted inthe United States courts in

The Romantic Story of Two 
Lives. ‘ 


A Bride and a Groom Who Served in the 
Penitentiary — Belle Rooney a Bride*- 
Governor Gordon’s Wedding Present. 
eee a re 

Yosterday at four o’clock a romafitic mar- 
riage was consummated at the Woman's 
Christian home, 49 West Peters street, The 
contracting parties were Miss Belle Rooney, 
for along time ihe only white woman in the 
penitentiary, and Richard Davis, sent up 
nearly threg years ago for manslaughter. 

Rev. Dr. G. B. Stricker performed the cere- 
mony, in the presence of the inmates of the 
home and Mrs. E. E. Harper, president of the 
Woman’s Christian association. 

The bride was a pretty, blushing cirl of 
about 18, and the groom a really handsome, 
intelligent and well dressed man of 30. The 
course of their love has run in strange chan- 
nels, and the marriage yesterday was the pret- 
tiest of sequels to a story of romantic courtship 
and betrothal. 

In September, 1886, Belle Rooney and her 
mother were sent to the penitentiary for life, 
as accomplices of Bud Reoney, the brother of 
Belle, for a murder near Fort Gaines. The 
brother was hung, while the sister and mother 
went up for life. Soon afterward the mother 
died, and as the only white woman in the pen- 
itentiary, Belle Rooney worked for about four- 
teen months at the camp of the Chattahoochee 
brick company, and it was here that she first 
met her future husbagd. Mrs. E. E. Harper 
became interested in the woman’s story, and 
it was due mainly to her efforts that the girl 
was pardoned last November. Since that time 
she has been an inmate of the Woman’s home. 

Richard Davis, a farmer and carpenter of 
Bibb county, completed his term for man- 
slaughter on yesterday, April 30th. The sen- 
tence was for three years, and good conduct 
had shortened that time 155 days. When 
Davis was sentenced he was a marricd man, 
and had three children. His wife visited him 
frequently at. the brick company’s camp, and 
the children came with her. Then she came 
with two only, for one had died. In a little 
while the other two died, so she came all alone. 
Last August she visited Davis, and after a 
short illness she died atthecamps. During 
her illness she was nursed faithfully and kind- 
ly by B2lle Rooney, the only available nurso in 
the convict camp. 

In November Belle was pardoned. Mrs. 
Harper herself carried the official pardon, and 
brcuzht the girl home with her. 

‘‘Mrs. Harper,”’ said Davisas the two were 
about to leave, ‘‘I have learned to love Belle, 
and she likes me. I am goipgto shorten my 
time by good conduct, and thenIam coming 
to you for her.”’ 

“Whut dogs Belle say?’ asked Mrs. Har- 
er. 

' “She won't promise unless you say so.”’ 

Tie!lady promised tothink about it, and, 
after investigating the character of the man, 
and convincing herself that he would be able 
to support a wife comfortably, she gave her 
consent. 

Yesterday morning at §:50 Davis came to At- 
lanta, and at4o’clock he and Miss Rooney 
were married. The bride was dressed in gray 
cashmere, trimmed with deep, white lace 
flounce, that entirely eovered the front. The 
groom was dressed in a neat-fitting business 
suite, and there were quite a number of hand- 
some bridal presents. It was a happy marriage, 
and many and heartfelt were the good wishes. 
They left at 7:15 for the o'd home of the groom, 
about six miles from Macon. They return in 
a few days to their future home in Atlanta. 

Governor Gordon has promised a gift—that 
of citizenship. Davis served out his term and 
has lost, therefore, his right of citizenship. The 
governor promised yesterday that he would 
pardon Davis, dating back to Saturday, and 
thus restoring the right. 

It is beginning life over.
